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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Inokuchi (U.S 
6087888) in view of Ariyoshi (U.S. 5659264), and in further view of Abe (U.S. 6239625) as described in the final Office Action dated 
October 19, 2005. 

Regarding claims 1 , 3 and 5, Ariyoshi did provide sufficient motivation to combine his teaching with the circuit of Inokuchi as mentioned 
by Ariyoshi in col. 2, lines 5-16. Ariyoshi fails to disclose a resistance value of the second (or third) resistance element is variable. 
However Abe discloses [Fig. 7, col. 6, lines 41-62] a power amplifier wherein the resistance value of the first or/and second resistance 
emement is/are variable for at least the prupose of controlling the gate bias voltage produced in accordance with the variations of the 
pinchopp voltage of the transistor as mentioned by Abe in col. 6, lines 55-62.. 
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
